ORDER 

Import Trade Control 
New Delhi, the 28 th May, 1937 

No. 9/37 .—Iq exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 01 the Imports 
and Export (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), as In force in India and as applied to 
the State of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby makes the following 
amendment in the Imports Control Order, 1955, namely: — 

In the said Order, for sub-paragraph (g) of paragraph 11, the following 
sub-paragraph shali bo substituted, namely: — 

“(g) by the person, as passenger’s baggage or through the post, for his private 
and personal use, except— 

(i) post parcels of vegetable seeds falling under serial number 36 of 
Part IV of Schedule I, exceeding one lb. in weight; 

(11) post parcels of artificial silk piece goods falling under serial numbers 
185 and 190 of Part IV of Schedule I; and 

(lii) quinine falling under serial number 114 of Pan IV of Schedule I, 
exceeding live hundred tablets or 1 lb. powder or one hundred 
ampoules imported as passenger’s baggage: 

Provided that in the case of imports made through post of goods other than 
vegetable seeds and artificial silk piece goods, the c.i.f. value of such 
goods imported at any one time from Asian and non-Asian countries 
shall not exceed Rs, 10 and Rs. 50 respectively".
